I noticed in yesterday's Evening 
News sn article from the Gldbe-Dem- 
ocrat condemning simplified spelling. 
The writer does not seem to be famil­ 
iar with the arguments pro and con. 
(He says simplified spelling would be 
ss much sheer memory work as the 
old fashioned spelling. Everyone who 
knows what phonetic spelling means 
knows that a child of average intel­ 
ligence could by phonetic spelling 
learn to spell the words of the Eng­ 
lish language in the first two or three 
grades, and thus save a tremendous 
amount of time and energy. In the 
next place the writer does not seem to 
know the difference between phonetic 
spelling and simplified spelling. 
The Simplified Spelling Board of 
which Mr. Carnegie Is president, do 
not advocate phonetic spelling, but 
simplified spelling. They favor At but 
do not advocate it. They advocate the 
very thing the writer in the Globe does 
when he endorses leaving out the use­ 
less k's and u’s. Most of the words 
given by the Simplified Spelling Board 
are not simple spellings of their own 
invention but simple ways of spelling 
that were at one time or another act­ 
ually in use in the English language. 
This is a surprise to many people who 
have not looked into the matter. 
As to its being bewildering, that 
would be a most desirable situation 
for our spelling. Then we would be 
willing to go to a sensible spelling. As 
to the old worn threacfoare argument 
of losing the key to our etymology, it 
is entirely untenable. For instance, the 
article referred to contains in round 
numbers five hundred words. Of these 
about ten are Greek, ten French, one 
hundred Latin, and three hundred 
eighty Anglo-Saxon. Our mot her-tong­ 
ue is Anglo-Saxon. The Greek and 
Latin were practically phonetic lang­ 
uages, hence those words would not 
lose but gain. Our writer uses 75 pier 
cent Anglo-Saxon. The English lang­ 
uage in its evolution has so far chang­ 
ed from the Anglo-Saxon spelling that 
most of the more than three hundred 
Old English words he used in the ar­ 
ticle could not show their etymology 
more than the phonetic could and many 
could nett be recognised. Take a few 
words from the article. I give (I) the 
present spelling, (2) the Anglo-Saxon 
spelling, and (3) the phonetic spelling.* 
Who would venture to say the last 
does nett throw as much light on the 
etymology as does the flrtf?What is
